Atrer this man roſe up 
Indas.of Galilee, in the daies of the taxing, and drew 
away much peopleafter him: healſo periſhed, and 
all, even as many as obeyed him,were diſperſed. And 
now ſay unto you ( Quakers ) refraine from theſe 
men [ to wit, the Miniſters of Gods Word,and alſo 
our godly Magiſtrates, to whom every ſfoule muſt 
be ſubje&, Rom.13.1. ] and let them alore, [ write 
not ſuch bitter ſpeeches againſt them ] for if this 
counſell, or this worke [ towit, of the Miniſtry ] 
be of God, ye cannot overthrow it, [. it will tand; 
ſtand. > Yea ſtand, and flauriſhtoo, in ſpiteof. your 
hearrs, m:ugre your beards : therefore deſiſt from 
your wicked purpoſes, hatchr in hell ] left happily 
ye be found even to fight againſt God.

When Elymas the Sorcerer withſtood the Apo-

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Ghoſt, ſet his eyes on him,and ſaid, [as I may ſay to 
thee Tobn Audland | O full of ſubtilty, and all mi(- 
chief, thou child of the devi}l,thou enemy of all righ-

And whereas thou wroteſt ( as thou ſaidit ) that 
late Pamphlet, (afore-mentioned) in regard thoſe 
men againſt whom thou haſt wrote, have endeavou- 
red to render thee and thy crue odious to the world: 
I muſt be bold to tell thee, that that late Pamphlet 
hath rendred thee and thy Se& more odious, by rea- 
ſon of the curſed ſpeakings that are in it, which thy 
malicious ſpirit hath belched out againſt Gods Ma- 
giſtrates and Miniſters : they are odious ſpeeches, 
I bluſh to name them.

Beware (ſaith our bleſſed Saviour ) of falſe Pro- 
phets, which come to you in ſheeps cloathing, bur 
inwardly they are _ravening wolves, ye ſhall know | 
them by their fruits : do men gather grapes of 
thornes;or figs of thiſtles 2 Even fo every good tree 


- bringeth forth good ,fruit,. but a corrupt tree brin- 


gethevill fruit. A'good tree cannot bring forth evill 
fruit,neither a corrupt tree bring forth good fruit *. 
Every tree that bringeth not torth good fruit is 
hcwn down, and caſt into the fire. Wherefore by 
their fruits ye ſhall know them. Mat. 7. 15,16, 17, 
18,19,20, Then ifany man ſhall ſay unto you, loe, 
here is Chriſt;or there,beleeve it not. For there ſhall 
ariſe falſe Chriſts,and falſe Prophets,and ſhall ſhew 
great ſignes and wonders, inſomuch that ( if itayere 
poſſible) they ſhall deceive the very Ele&. Behold I 
bave told you before. Wherefore if they ſhall ſay 
unto you, he is in thedeſart, go not forth : behold 
be is inthe ſecret chambers *, beleeve it not, Mar. 
24.2342442 5,26. Remember what the Holy Ghoſt 
ſaith, 4#5 8 9. There was a certain man(in Samarts) 

called 


by the Eight of the Scriptures; 9 
called Simon, who before time in the ſame City uſed 
ſorcery,and bewitched the people of Semarie, giving 
out that himſelſe was ſome great one [as theſe Qua- 
kers now do,]. yet he was in the gall of bitterneſſe, 
and inthe bond of iniquity,ver,22,2 3. 

What Saint Paul ſaid tothe Galat&ians,who were 
turned afideto new Lights,to new Teachers(ſuch as 
the Quakers are) the ſame do I ſay to the giddy 
headed people.of the Church of England.O fooliſh 
Galathians, who hath bewitched you, that ye ſhould 
not obey the truth, before whoſe eyes Jeſus Chrift 
bath been evidently ſet forth crucified among you ? 
This only would I learne of you,received ye the ſpi- 
_ ritbytheworkes of the Law, or by the hearing of 

Faith > Are ye fo fooliſh, having begun in the ſpirir, 
are ye now made perteQ by the fleſh > Have ye ſut- 
fered ſo many things in vaine, ifit be yet in vaine ? 
Gal.3,1,2,3,4- 

I marvell that ye are ſo ſoon removed from him 
that called you into the grace of Chriſt unto ano- 
ther Goſpell, Which is not another, but there be 
ſome that do trouble you, and would pervert the 
Goſpell of Chriſt. But though we or an Angell” 
from heaven preach any other Goſpell unto you 
than that which hath been preached, let him be ac- 
curſed. As I faid before, ſo ſay I now againe, if any 
man preach another Goſpeli unto you, than that ye 
have received, let him be accurſed, G«.1.6-7,8 9.

Wherefore, I humbly beſeech you that ye be not 
ſoone-ſhaken in mind, by this up-ſtart generation of 
quaking ſeducers, who havea forme of godlineſle 
but deny the power thereo! : from ſuch turne away. 
For of this fort are they which ( forfaking the pub- 
like aſſemblies) creep into houſes, and lead captive 
ſilly women, laden with fin,and'led away with divers 
luſts ; ever learning, and never able to come to the 
knowledge of the truth.

, The .knowledge of theſe Articles is required of 
all; in the defence whereof we ſhould be ready to 
ſuffer the extreameſt things, even death ir ſelfe, (if 
y ht be pleaſed to call us thereunto)) and which we 
ould count the very CharaRers of true Religion, 
thediſtin& knowledge whereof we ſhould lay up as 
great 
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great riches, Let us therefore be alwaies ready after 
the example of Chriſt, to witneſſe a good confeſli- 
on,albeit it be even before Poxtive Pilate,1Tim.6.13, 

Do any perſwade you to forſake your Miniſters, 
and to follow new lights? This perſwafion commeth 
not of him that calleth you, but of thoſe who trou- 
ble you, and would pervert the Goſpell of Chriſt, 
Gal.5 8.Chap.1.7. | 

Whileſt ſome men. ( yea, the moſt ) do ell the 
truth, O do you buy it at any. rate, and fell it at no 
rate,according to the counſell of the wiſe man, P90. 
23.23, For am perſwaded the devill had never ſuch 
a harveſt of ſoules ſince the Reformation as be hath 
now by our innovators, they are the devils brokers, 
the Popes Agents ſent abroadthroughout the whole 
Land to ſeduce, and todiſturbethe Nation: be you 
(for Gods ſake) not ſeduced by them, for errours in 
the judgement are far more dangerous than errours 
in life, for ſound doQrine may reforme a bad life, 
but a ſcandalous life cannot eſtabliſh ſound doArine, 
Continue you therefore] ia the faith, grounded ang 
ſetled, and be not moved away from the hope of the 
Goſpell,Col. 1.2 3. Would any perſwade you to for- 
fake the publike Aſſembly of Gods Saints?Ler your 
anſwer be, andyour reſolution too, wewill not for- 
ſake the honſe of our God: Neb. 10.39. Ohdo you 
not (as you tender the ſalvationot your ſoules) for- 
ſake the Temple, and truth of God, to follow the 
bleating of Feroboams calfe in Dan,or in Bethel, i Kin, 
12,v.25.to 31. As fortheſe Quakers, they are at 
this day miſerably miſled, ( _ of his infinite mer- 


cy 
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cy open their eyes ) for now the blind do lead the 
blind, and if they goon, both will certainly fall into 
the ditch. | 

Oh therefore, I do-humbly and earneſtly befeech 
you, to have nothing to do with this gaddivg Tribe, 
with this intoxicated, giddy headed, andbrain-fick 
generation. | | | 

For your incouragement hereunto I befeech you 
ſeriouſly to confider what our bleſſed Saviour faith, 
by way of commendation to the Church of Epheſwe, 
Rev.2.3. I know thy works,and thy labour, and thy 
patience, and how thou canſt not beare ſuch as are 
evill : and haſt tried them which fay tbey are Apo- 
tles(men ſent from God)and are not,and baſt found 
them lyars. Marke; and canftnot beare them ; O 
that the ſame mind were in us of the Church of 
England ! Confider alfo- what a diſcommendation 
and reproofe our bleſſed Saviour gives the Church 
of Pereamos,Rev.2.14. I havea few things againſt 
thee, becauſe thou haſt them that hold the doQtrine 
| of Balaam, who taught Balaac to caſt a ſtumbling 
block before the children of Iſ/7ae/ to eat things fa- 
crificed unto Idols, and to commit fornication. So 
haſt thou alfo. chem that hold the doArine of the 
Nicolaitans, which thing I hate. Soto the Churchof 
Thyatira he gives a ſharp reproofe for ſuffering falſe 
teachersto rooſt among them, [| ſuch as the Quakers 
are, ] Rev.2,20.Notwithſtanding I have a few things 
againſt thee, becauſe thou ſuffereſt * that woman 7e- 
zabel, which callcth her ſelfe a prophetefle to teach 
and to ſeduce my fervants,&c. AndI amaſraid that 
che Lord hath a controverſie with the Church of 

T England, 
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England,for * ſuffering theſe Quakers, and decivers, 
a__ the ſpecies of Religion, to teach and to ſeduce 
the people, not only in their private meetings, and 
conventicles,burt alſo in the Prefle by ſcandalous and 
lying Pamphlets, which is the way tomake our Ma- 
giſtrates and Miniſters to be in contempt of the 
people, and our adverſaries the Papiſts do rejoyce at 
it: for the Pope had never ſuch a hopefull ſucceſle 
of reducing Popery into this Land as he hith now ; 
God of his infinite mercy prevent it. And Oh! that 
our faithful Magiſtrates, into whoſe hands God hath 
intruſted power, would be valiant for thetruth upon 
the earth (as hithertothey have been) to cut off falſe 
Prophets, Hereticks, and perverſe and icorrigible 
ſeducers and blaſphemers, for theſe are the peſt of 
Church and State, Lev. 24.16. 2 Kings 23.20.Chap, 
I0.4,5- 2 Chron.15.8,12,13,14;15,16. That judge- 
ment may flow down as the rivers, ?ſal.99.4. And1I 
am perſwaded the worke would be ſo acceptable to 
God, that he would multiply his bleffing, not only 
on the perſons of our Mzgiſtrates - but on their ſeed 
alſo, Pro.29.4, 14. This note was the ſwan-ſong of 
the ſweet Pſalmiſt of Iſrael,which the God of Iſrael, 
the rock of Iſrael ſpake to him, he that ruleth men 
muſt be juſt, ruling inthe feare of God, and he (hall 
be as the light ofthe morning * when the ſun riſcth, 
even a morning * without clouds,as the tender grafle 
ſpringing out of the earth by cleare ſhining atter 
raine,2 $49.23.1,3,4. Deale couragioully, and the 
Lord ſhall be with the good, 2 Chroy, 1 9-11.50 ſhall 
the wicked feare, the godly love, and all reverence 
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will they not follow *, but will fly from him, (not 
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you, but if not, you and your authority will be con- 
temned, and kicked againſt by every worme, 

And O ye inhabitants, eſpecially of the City of 
London 2nd Briſtefl, and all other the Sons of the 
Church of England ; both high and low, old and 
young, rich and poore, male anifemale : O that my 
counſell might be acceptable unto you ! have nor 
itching eares, forſakc not your oldreachers to fol- 
low new lights : for the good way is an old way, Jer. 
6. 16. Uſe much prayer (eſpecially morning and 
evening) in your, Family, and 1n your Cloſets, and 
beg earneſtly of God, from a faithfull and penitent 
heart, to ſhew you the right way,Ezr4 8.21.Pſal,ug. 
36. Eſa.48.17.Pſal.27.11. Gad not about to change 
your way,/er.2.56. Rather conſider that undenia- 
bletruthof him that is theway, the truth, and the 
life, and therefore the fitteſt to teach the true way 
unto life, 19h 1.4.6, See what he ſaith 10b,10,1,and 
foon. Verily,verily, I ſay unto you,hethat entererh 
not in by the door[towit,ofa true and lawfull Call] 
bur climethup ſome other way,the ſame is a thiefe, 
and a robber, [and ſuch are the Quakers, and fome 
others ] but he that entereth in by the doore is the 
Shepheard of the ſheep : [and ſuch are your ancient 
Divines,fomuch criedout againſton all hands.]

O do not you ( as you tender 
your ſoules good ) follow ſtrange teachers, ſirange 
lights,but keep cloſe to your old teachers,and conti- 
nue in the things which you have learned, knowing 
of whom ye have Jearned them, 2 Tim.3.14. The 
more the men of this generation do cry down the 
Miniſtry of man, the more let us prize them, and 
eſteeme them bighly in love for their works ſake, 
I Theſ.5.12,13. 

Keep cloſe to the Scriptures, to the written 
word, even that engraffed word which is able to ſave 
your ſoules, Iam, 1, 21, make that your guide : and 

then God will be your guide even unto death, F/4.4.8. - 
14. And after death he will give you a Crown of 
never-ceaſingplory,Rev.2.10, Let Gods Law bethe 
light for your feet, and the Lanthorn for your paths, 
Pfal.119,105. Let us follow after the things which 
make for peace, and things wherewith one may edifie 
another, Rom, 14. 19, Study thoſe things exaQly 
which moſt concerne you,avoid vaine.queſtions,and 
fruitleſſe contemplationis, and vaine janglings, and 
controverſies : and labour eſpecially to know Gods 
nature aright, .and the diſtin& manner of his wor- 
ſhip,how you may ſerve him : ſtudy ro know your 
own particular offences, and to know that that Jeſus 
which was crucified at /eruſal/em above 1600 yeares 
ago is your Saviour, and was crucified for your ſins : 
and that there is no way and meanes to be ſaved but 
by,in,and through him {4#7,4.12,] made ours on- 
ly by faith, 706.1,13.

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And as you profefle the truth, ſo praQice the 
truth, that ſo you never defile your holy profeſſion 
by a ſcandalous converſation, Cet.2.6. And becauſe 
theſe are the laſt and perilous daies, in which men 
ſhall have the ſhew, but deny the power of Godli- 
neſle,z2 Tim.3.5, itlies you upon, to know in what 
things the power of godlinefle doth conſiſt, that the 
full bent of your ſoules may be placed on theſe 
things. -It conſiſts in righteouſneſſe, peace, and joy 
in the Holy Ghoſt,in humility, patience, goodnefle, 
meekneſſe, and truth, in mercy, mortification of the 
fleſh, government of the affeQions, and of the 
tongue, in heavenly- mindednefſe,in ſelte-deniall,and 
contempt of theworld, in the life of a pilgrim, in 
long: ſuffering, and in gentlenefle, in ſobriety and 
remperance, in faith, and communion with God, in 
brotherly kindneffle, and charity amongſt men.

2. As they are members of Chriſt the judgeſſaith 
a moderne Divine. ] 

3. By their example, which ſhall be alledged to 
condemne the wicked. 

So by this Scripture they have no- warrant for 
judging others. 

That we ought not to judge, I have fhewed at the 
beginning;See 24.7.1,2,3,4,5. 1 C0r.4.5. Row.14. 
310,11,12,13. and many other 3 if we will judge, let 
us judge our own ſelves : that we may not be judged 
of the Lord, 1 Cor, 11.31. 


2, They are not true Minifters which are called by 

warns Miniſtry,or by a mediate call from man, 
Proofe.Thatthis is their Tenet all that ever heard 
them know, and their books do generally declare it. 
Confut, 
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Coufut, Luk.g. 1. and 10.1. ſhews that Chriſt in 
the daies of his fleſh ordained Apoſtles, and Diſ- 
ciples, and ſent chem to preach. Againe, there is 
an undeniable place, A. 13. 2, 3, There we read 
of Barnabas and Saul that they were ſeparated for 
the worke of the Miniſtry, As the Church minj- 
ſired to the Lord, and faſted, che Holy Ghoſt ſaid, 
ſeparate me Barwabas and Saul for the worke where- 


unto I havecalled them. Marke the words, I have 


called them to the worke,there is the immediate call 
from God, but that is not enough, ſeparate me Bar- 
#4bas and Saul for the worke whereunto I have called 
them. I have called them immediately, you muſt 
call them mediately, And how was this done 2 VVhy 
©.3. And when they had faſted and prayed, and Jaid 
their hands on them, they ſent them away. Marke 
what follows : So they being ſent forth by the Holy 
Ghoſt, &c. So againe very notably, A. 14.23. 


When they had ordained them Elders in every 


Church,and had prayed with faſting, they commen- 
ded themto the Lord, on whom they beleeved. So 
againe, 1 Tim.4.14. There faith Saint Pal to his 
Son Timothy; Negle not the gift which is in thee, 
which was given thee by propheſie, with the layin 
on of the hands of the Presbytery. So Te.1.5.fai 
the ſame Apoſtle to Titws, For this cauſe I left thee 
in Creete, that thou ſhouldſt ſet in order the things 
that are wanting, and ordaine Elders in every City, 
as T had appointed thee. Sce the charge againe he 
gives bis ſon Timerthy, 2 Tim.2.2, Thethings which 
thou haſt heard of me among many ns the 
ame 
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ſame commit thou to faithful men, who ſhall be 
ableto teach others alſo,See 4s 6.3,4,5,6. I could 


alledge many more; but theſe are-ſufficient to con- 
vince any that do not ſet themſelves on purpoſe to 
reſiſt che Holy Ghoſt, Beſides, many worthy Di- 
vines have written very largely upon this ſubje&, 
upon another occaſion, and againſt another generati- 
on of men.

An exprefle commandlI grant, is not 
to be found in the New Teſtament for Infant-Bap- 
tiſme, no, nor yet an expreſſe command againſt it. 


Infants under the Law were circumciſed at eight 


daies old, Gen.17. And this Circumciſion was a 
ſeale of the righteouſneſle of faith, Rom,4. 11,cven 
of that righteouſneſſe of Chriſt made ours by faith: 
And inthe-roome of Circumciſion under the Law 
is ordained Baptiſme ( orwaſhing with water ) as a 
ſeale of the ſame righteouſneſle of faith : now if 
it had been the will of God, that Infants ſhould not 
have been ſealed, or this righteouſneſke of faith ſea- 
led tothem by Baptiſine under the Goſpell, as well 
as by Circumciſion under the Law, he would have 
given anexpreſſe command to the contrary, which 
neither Chriſt,nor his Apoſtles have done, therefore 
Infants areto be baptized. | 

2, If Baptiſme ſhould be denied toInfants un- 
der the Goſpell, more than Circumciſion under the 
Law, this inference muſt of neceffity follow, That 
the Covenant of grace, now under the Goſpell, 
would be of a farre more narrow extent, than the

3. The Apoſtle Saint Pas! ſaith, That the bleſ- 
ſing of Abraham comes on the Gentiles, Gal, 3. 14, 
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Now. part of the blefling of *#5raham (and agreat 
one too ) was this, That his Infants, or male-chil- 
dren ( for the female were uncapable of Circumci- 
ſion) ſhould be circumciſed the _ day;as aſeale 


of theCovenant, Gen.a7. oras a feale of the righte- 
ouſnefſe of faith, Row. 4.11. Now; how can the blef- 
fing of <Abrehaw come on the Gentiles, if their 
Infants under the Goſpell ſhould not_havethe ſeale 
of the Covenantby Bapttſme, as'well- as 467«haw:5 
haJamder the Law by Circumciſion? 'Since Bap- 
tiſme is commanded to us underthe'Goſpel!, in the 
roome of Circumciſton, - and doth feale the ſame 
Covenant. tl cer pes 

Thus we "have Scripture for Infant-bapriſine : 
but youthat deny it have none. - 


7. Thatthe Lords Supper is of mo uſe inthe Charch 
#f Goa, ſince the riſarredion of C hriſt. ; 

_ Proofe, That this is theirs, is evident by the wri- 
rings of one Richard Farnworth (who is a profeſſed 
Quaker) in his book, intituled, The heart opened by 
Chriſt, 'And be feems to prove it by 1 Cor.11.26, 
For as often as ye catetHis bread,and drinkethis cup 
ye do ſhew the Lords death till he come, that is 
(faith he) till he come from the dead. 

Confut, This Scripture, 1 Cor, 11.26, doth plain- 
ly ſhew,that this Ordinance of the Lords Supper is 
to be continued in the Church of Chrift till the 
ſecond comming of Chriſt to judgement ; for firſt, 
this Epiſtle was-not wrot till after both the Reſur- 
re&ionandalſo Aſcenſion of Chrift 3 and alſothe

by the Eg ht of the Seriptures; ZZ 
comming down of the Holy Ghoſt : for it was writ- 
ten by Saint Paul, and Saint Pa#! was not converted 
till after the comming down of the Holy Ghoft, 
and therefore could not write it till after. he was 
converted ; and it was a preſent duty in the Church 


_ of Corinth when the Apoſtle wrote this Epiſtle, as 


appeares vey. 20, to the end of the Chapter ; ſee 
Aﬀts 2.46.and 20.7. So it iscleare that this Ordi- 
nance is to continue in the Church of Chriſttill the 
ſecond comming of Chriſt to judgement, 

Reverence therefore, (deare Chriſtians ) the an» 
tiquity of this ſo high, and heavenly a myſtery; for 
it was ordained by our Saviour Chriſt Jeſus him- 
ſelfe, when the world was three thouſand, nine hun- 
dred, foureſcore, and five years old, the foure and 
twentieth day of March, and in the three and thir- 
ticth yeare of the Nativity of Jeſus Chriſt our 
Lord, above ſixteen hundred yeares ago and hath 
been continued in the Church of Chriſt ever ſince, 
and muſt till his ſecond comming, as hath been 
ſhewed, 1 Cor.11.26. For as often as ye cate this 
bread, and drinke this cup, ye do ſhewthe Lords 
death till he come. 

It was never my purpoſe ( Chriſtian Reader ) to 
have wrote a Treatiſe ofthis SubjeR,till of late, fit s 
ding none that have anſwered that Pamphlet ſet 
forth by Tohn Auadland, full of malice and ſpleen 
againſt our Magiſtrates and Miniſters. When I 
ſee two Hebrews firive together, I cannot but 
fay to him that-did rhe wrong, why ſmiteſt thou thy 


fellow ? Ex0d.2,13, Not out of any pragmaticall 
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diſpoſition, or love to contention, as all that know 
me can witneſſe, and God the ſearcher of the heart is 
witneſle, but out of a heart unfeignedly affeRing the 
Peace of $70z, 

Remember, I pray you, that of Saint Au#ize, 
there are ſome who defend their opinious, not be- 
cauſe it is true, bur becauſe it is their own 3 for fo 
ſe]fe-love doth draw-men into errours. 

I doubt not but I ſhall heare from ſome what 
Moſes did from the Hebrew, who made thee a judge 
over us ? Bur Saint /crowe hath. taught me not to 
regard ſubrill diſputes,norreproaches. 

My conſcience beares me witneſle, that I have 
in this matter dealt ſincerely, And if I fhould 
be ſmitten with the tongues and pens of any (yea, 
of many ) yet the reducing of a few that erre, or 
ſatisfying of ſome that doubt, ſhall be a ſufficient 
comfort to me, It is anexcellent ſpeech of a wor- 
thy ſervant of Chriſt, prayers are fitter for theſe 
times than controverſies, I would to God we were 
all effeually perſwaded of the truth hereof, for fo 
controverſies might be eafily decided, opinions 
might be turned into unity, contention into ami- 
ty, and theſe lamentable digladiations which afflict 
the Church intothe precepts and praQtice of piety 
and charity, whith bleſſing of peace the God of 
pezce grant untohis Church, in his own good time; 
and I beſeech the God of peace and truth, to bring 
into the way of truth all thoſe poore ſoules that 
have erred,and are deceived. Amer. 
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
